Larry WB2UFO 
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3B8, MAURITIUS. Operators Jan/SM6GOR and Johnny/SM6JBC are now active as 3B8HB and 
3B8JB, respectively, from Mauritius Island (AF-049) until 

December 11th. Activity will be on 40-10 meters using CW, RTTY, PSK and 

some SSB. QSL via their home callsign, direct or by the Bureau. 


3B8/3B9, MAURITIUS AND RODRIGUES ISLANDS (Indian Ocean Tour/Update).
